Will Be Open During July and Aug ust is Open to 
Lo cal Hig h Scho o l Bo y s. 


Dixo n bo y.s h a w bo o n invited to talc • 
the co urse In military-physical training 
to be given during July and August at 
Camp Ro o sevelt neat- Muskego n, Mirk, 
under the dire< lio n o f Capt, F. L. Deals 
o f the United States 
Army. 
It is ex­ 
pected th a t 15,000 bo ys, yo ung men and 
o lder men will undergo training there 
this summer. 
Camp Ro o sevelt is intended as a Ik ­ 
ing memo rial to the principles o f mili­ 
tary and physical fitness 
which 
the 
nam e suggests and it is being establish­ 
ed by the Chicago Bo ard o f Educatio n 
with the sanctio n and suppo rt o f the 
war department. 
Primarily, the camp 
is intended fo r the field training o f the 
yo uths who are m embers o f th** Reserve 
Officers’ Training Co rps o f the Chicago 
high scho o ls, where mo re than thirteen 
tho usand ho ys are receiving military- 
physical instructio n as a p art o f their 
high scho o l co urse. 
In o rder to stim u­ 
late general 
interest 
in m ilitary and 
physical preparedness, ho wever, Camp 
Ro o sevelt will be all-American 
and re­ 
cruits will be received fro m all parts o f 
the co untry. 
At 
the 
executive head­ 
quarters o f the camp. 21 N o rth LaSalle 
street, Chicago , applicatio ns are stead­ 
ily co ming in fro m 
practically 
every 
state in the unio n. 
The instructio n at Camp Ro o sev« It 
will be 
essentially 
military, 
altho ugh 
I’ecreativo athletic f e a t ur e s will serve to 
so ften the rigo r o f strictly military pro ­ 
gram. 
There will he training in drill fo rm a­ 
tio ns, setting 
up 
exercises, 
bayo n* t 
practice, 
trench 
digging*. 
grenade 
thro wing, m arksm anship, gro und avia­ 
tio n, tank rmrt m o to r service signaling, 
map m fkbh i and all the kindred details 
o f arm * lifib. 
T h e s e instructio n classes 
Will h e ‘given under the supervisio n o f 
Captain F. L. Deals 
as 
co m mandant, 
with the assistance o f fo rty co mmissio n­ 
ed and no n-co mmissio ned o fficers detail­ 
ed by the war departm ent fo r the Camp 
Ro o sevelt activities. 
As a further co -o perative step, the 
War department will furnish equipment 
lo r the camp and the recruits. 
Altho ugh the camp is prim arily fo r 
the bo y o f high scho o l age, it will no t 
be limited to this single gro up. 
Bo ys 
o ver twelve years

camp will be situated at Lake 
H arbo r, near Muskego n. Mich., o n e o f 
the best kno wn vo catio nal po itns alo ng 
the lake. Facilities fo r baseball', ro wing, 
swimming, hiking, tennis and go lf are 
accessible to the cam p lo catio n and may 
be enjo yed by tho se who do no t find 
co mplete interest and recreatio n in the 
intensive training pro gram being o utlin­ 
ed by Capt. Deals.
